CITY COUNCIL PASSES Wash Room, Lunch Room at Cost ot $35 


The attractive reading room above is an adjunct of the Southwest DeKalb Consolidated school.

together with a spotless washroom and an inviting lunch room were created in an abandoned building ad- 
joining the school at a total cost of $35, with the co-operation of patrons of the school and under the di- 


rection of three primary teachers. 


McDONOUGH, Ga. Feb. 7.—Of 
$35 and its magic purchasing power, 
as well as the harmonious co-operation 
among pupils, patrons and teachers 


at the Southwest DeKalb Consolidat- 
d schools, is the tale told by Miss 
Mildred Patillo, of McDonough. Out- 


standing among the achievements of 


the three primary teachers, Miss Pa- 
tillo, Miss Sarah Johnston and Miss 
Nontine Gilbert, has been the estab- 
lishment of a reading room, a wash- 
room and a lunch room, 

For five years Miss Patillo has 
taught in this school. Last year an 
overflow of students caused the au- 
thorities to quarter the first three 
grades in the outgrown and outmoded 
original building. The roof leaked and 
the surroundings weré most unattrac- 
tive, so Miss Patillo, acting upon a 
hint from Mrs. Irene Wells, primary 
supervisor, set to work to arouse 
some desire for improvement. 

Finding the trustees willing to co- 
operate and repair the dilapidated 
structure, the teachers presented their 
difficulties to the parents with al- 
most miraculous results. The roof 
and the outside of the building were 
overhauled; and, with the purchase 
of paint, remarkable effects were se- 
curéd with the help of the brushes 
in the hands of the little pupils. The 
mothers embroidered chair covers with 


Mother Goose figures to add to the 
equipment of the first grade and to 
that of the reading room. Furniture 
and fittings were made by two fathers 
who contributed their labor. 

The reading room is the unique fea- 
ture. A color scheme of pea-green. 
ivory and mahogany has been carried 
out and it is a source of beauty to 
the eye as well as to the mind. D. B. 
Barfield made chairs of orange crates, 
which the children pginted green; Will 
Born the table, fireplace and 
screens. The rag rugs were construct- 
ed by the second graders under the 
direction of Miss Gilbert, and the 
furnishings were bought with prize 
money. secured at various county ex- 
hibits. The more than 200 volumes 
were gifts at a book shower. 

The children read under an honor 
system. It is a high privilege to be 
allowed to go to the reading room 
and one that is coveted. Only pupils 
who are perfect in deportment obtain 
this opportunity. 

The aquarium, 
candlesticks adorning the reading 
room have histories. The third grade 
prize money bought the aquarium and 
the goldfish; the vase was made by 
a third grande student, Elizabeth Me- 
Kee, and the candlstieks are more 
than a hundred years old. They were 
the property of Mrs. Mildred Mar- 
tin Patillo, the great-grandmother of 


the vase and 


the 


Miss Patillo, and antedated the use 
of lamps in Henry county. Miss Pa- 
tillo carried them to the school, where 
the children gilded them and placed 
them in their library. The pictures 
were awards. : 

The wash room is another com- 
bined effort. Feeling the need of hot 
lunches for the 100 primary chil- 
dren, their mothers, led by 
G. Broach, agrged to work in the 
kitchen in relays, two a day, to 
provide them. Hot meals necessitat- 
ed clean hands, so a definite place 
was set aside. Each child brings his 
towel and has a separate wash basin 
and soap rack assigned. The room 
alse contains a first-aid kit, a water 
cooler with individual paper cups and 
a dressing table and eot. 

The total cash outlay amounted to 
about $35. This sum was received 
from the profits of the lunch reom. 
When it is considered that the lunches 
are sold at a flat rate of 5 cents 
cash and consist of cocoa, bread and 
one hot dish, the miracle grows. 

Plans are now under way to beau- 
tify the outside. The trustees have 
painted the walls and repaired the 
windows, so now the children, par- 
ents and teachers are eagerly talking 
of plantings and landscaping. A few 
more months will show an exterior ap- 
pearance in keeping with the inte- 
Tior.

Napoleon Defeated

We are all familiar with that stark 
picture of Napoleon’s retreat from 
Moscow. The emperor, seated on his 
white horse and surrounded by his 
generals, is seen at the head of a 
column of weary, fr_st-bitten soldiers, 
who stagger through the snows of 
Muscovy on the long tramp home. The 
picture brings home graphically that 
it was the intense cold which caused 
the break-down of the “grand army.” 

But now comes Professor Kirchei- 
sen with a new book on Napoleon, in 
which one is impressed by the amount 
of independent research undertaken by 
the author and he tells us that it is 
a delusion that the “grand army” was 
dissolved by the cold. The cold weath- 
er did not begin until the retreat was 
well on the way and that it had been 
much worse in the campaigns in Prus- 
sia and even in Spain, where the sol- 
diers had borne up well under the 
weather conditions. 

The truth is, says the author, that 
Napoleon was defeated by his own 
blind self-confidence. He did. not read 
the signs of the times. Not only the 
common soldiers, but the generals were 
getting tired of his eternal campaign- 
ing. The French troops felt they were 
no longer fighting for an idea, but 
for a phantom. Their confidence in 
the emperor was broken. 

Long years before Waterloo Talley- 
rand and Fouche saw and recognized 
the symptoms, and began laying their 
onaparte no- 
ticed nothing. He thought the game 
could go on forever and so he de- 
feated himself. At least this is what 
Professor Kirscheisen says in a high- 
ly readable volume called “Napoleon.”

Smith-Roosevelt Political Bond 
Broken by .Ex-Governor’s Stand 


BY WALTER T. BROWN. 

ALBANY, N. I., Feb. 7.) 
The Smith-Roosevelt political alliance, 
unique and sentimental in some of its 
dramatie aspects, ended tonight with 
the announcement of former Governor 
Smith that he would accept the demo- 
cratic presidential nomination, aspira- 
tion also of Governor Roosevelt. 

Mr. Roosevelt did not comment 
upon the Smith statement. For sev- 
eral weeks he has expected Smith to 
sanction the use of his name in pre- 
convention activities. ; 

The “Frank” and “Al” combina- 
tion has been an important factor in 
state and national politics since 1920. 
That year Congressman Bourke Cock- 
ran nominated Smith for the presi- 
dency at the San Francisco conven- 
tion. Roosevelt seconded it. Smith 
seconded Roosevelt’s nomination for 
the vice presidency. 

Smith and Roosevelt have been 
supporting and nominating each other 
for public office since 1918, when the 
former was first elected governor. 
Twice Roosevelt nominated Smith for 
the presidency. 

The two, so much alike in their 
views on the duty of government, are 
quite dissimilar in appearance, con- 
duct and training. Smith is “self- 
made.” up from New York’s “East 
Side.” His college degree, he said, 
was F. F. M.”—Fulton Fish Mar- 
ket. He is a blunt, direct speaker; 
emphatic and forceful. Smith fathered 
a businesslike reorganization of the 
state government, fought for social“ 
and liberal“ legislation band estab- 
lished himself as an outstanding gov- 
ernor in a state where many notable 
governors have served. 

Roosevelt,” six feet two, weighs 185 
pounds. He had tutors in youth, 
went to Harvard and Columbia, and 
traveled extensively here and aeg;

“Dear Al.” The reply, accepting the 
call, was to “Dear Frank.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—(®)— 
Washington political leaders almost 
unanimously accept | Alfred E.

The round of tomment gathered 
here on the statement disclosed no 
new calls for the 1928 democratic 
presidential nominee and showed many 
of his old -followers, particularly in 
the south and northwest, now definite- 
ly against him.

SIDE ACHE FROM EXERTION. 

A mother says her \eleven-year-old 
daughter gets a side ache or a stitch 
in the side when she walks fast, on 
either side or both, lately most often 
on the right side. The child is over- 
weight, says mother, and so thother 
likes to get her out for brisk walks, as 
well as watch her diet. But they do 
not get very far on their walks (it is 
fine for mother to go along, too) be- 
fore the child-has to stop with the 
ache in her side. 95 5 


I remember we kids in the Bronx 
(of our town) used to catch it at that 
age somewhere between the seminary 
and the academy. At thirteen or four- 
teen. we felt the stitch farther 
down, about ‘opposite Methodist 
church, This was on our way to 
the fire. By the time we were sweet 
sixteen we could run clean down as 
far as the railroad tracks and beyond 
without a stitch in us. : 

There are probably two factors con- 
cerned in the causation of this effort 
side ache. First the heavy demands 
upon the circulation made by rapid 
growth, and second the long, lon 
time between meals in this period o 
rapid growth. 3 

e direct cause of the ache 
probably engorgement or overfilling of 
the veins of the portal area with blood 
on its way back to the right side of 
the heart and the Jungs. You see the 
volume of blood the right side of the 
heart must pump through the lungs 
during such exertion: as running is 
four or five times as great as the vol- 
yume pumped when the individual is at 
rest. For the effort of walking per- 
haps the demand increases two or 
three times the ordinary. The mus- 
cles must have more oxygen for the 
extra work, and the lungs must get 
it from more bblod and more air. 

This child's mother should set an 
easier pace for the daily walks, and 
a 2 for rest as soon as the child 
feels even slightly distressed. By tak- 
Ing it easy at first and increasing 
the length of the walks gradually, 
week after week, and even doing a 
part of the daily training running, 
the capacity of the circulation to re- 
spond the effort will be developed 
so that heither side ache nor other dis- 
tress will brought on by moderate 
runs or brisk walking. 

Then, too, the child, or almost any 
one else who undertakes such a-course 
of training, should have some fresh 
fruit juice beverage or a bit of a 
preferred sweet, or an adult may 
take a cup of sweetened tea just be- 
fore starting off on the hike or at some 
convenient station along the way. This 
applies even if reduction of or pre- 
vention of surplus weight is one objeet 
of the training, for the sugar is im- 
mediately utilized for musele energy, 
and it will not go to produce more 
esh. Even marathon runners re- 
sort to some milk chocolate, or sweet- 
ened tea or sweet fruit juice or candy 
as they run, to sustain them and pre- 
vent collapse.

As is well known, Bonner resigned 
his position after his conduct in of- 
fice had been exposed to the public 
in both house and senate committees 
and had become a national scandal.” 

Tyler's conclusion that the power 
plants at the Shoals were not suit- 
ably located to serve as the main gen- 
erating stations of an extensive inde- 
32 power system had been re- 

uted, the league said, by a previous 
report prepared by army engineers. 

They pointed out in response to a 
house request, the report said, that 
there was a shortage of hydro-electric 
power in southern Indiana, Ohio, II- 
linois, eastern Missouri, Arkansas and 
Touisiana and in Mississippi and 
Kentucky which could be supplied 
from the Tennessee river basin. 

“To the engineers of the colonel’s 
persuasion no public plant would be 
suitably located,” the report said, “ex- 
cept upon the, star Canopus.” 

Figures given by Tyler in support 
of his conclusion that the sale price 
of power by private companies in the 
Muscle Shoals region was low were 
challenged by the report. 

It asserted that Colonel Tyler com- | 
pared private wolesale rates of pow- | 
er companies serving the region with 
public retail rates of municipal pow- | 
er plants in arriving at the conclu-| 
sion that there was little difference | 
between them. ' 

The report said figures showed the | 
Alabama Power Company charged | 
5.56 cents per kilowatt hour for its 
residential service and 8.78 for its 
rural service as compared with a 1.02 
rate on industrial power. 

The conclusions of the report were | 
that the chairman and a majority of | 
the members of the president's com- 
mission are not engineering experts 
but politicians and lobbyists beholden | 
to the power trust. 

“Its recommendations as to fertiliz- | 
er contain the same ‘jokers’ which 
have caused congress to reject as 
fraudulent the bid of every private 
corporation seeking to grab Muscle 
Shoals power on the pretense of help- | 
ing farmers. 

“The findings of Colonel Tyler that 
government operation would create a 
deficit of $23,000,000 in 15 years is 
based upon arbitrary undocumented 
assertions of his own which are prov- 
en absurd by previous non-political 
reports of his fellow engineers. 

“President Hoover's manifest pur- 
pose in creating the commission was, 
by involving democratic governors, to 
embarrass the democratic party, pre- 
vent it making Muscle Shoals an is- 
sue in the campaign. It would also 
embarrass progressive republicans. 
The report is a campaign document | 
intended to catch farm votes without 
sacrificing Mr. Hoover's main politi- 
cal support, the power trust.’

Washington Fearful Im- 
pending Clash Will Ex- 
tend to Settlement. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.— 0700 — 
The eleventh day of bitter fighting 
between the Chinese and Japanese at 
Shanghai passed without definite steps 


on the part of the United States and 
the three co-operating European pow - 
ers to suggest a new peace plan to 
the Tokyo government. maps 

It was a week ago today that Presi- 
dent Hoover initiated the plan which 
China accepted and Japan rejected. 
The latter's statement of its inten- 
tions to treat the Manchurian and 
the Shanghai situations as entirely 
separate and to increase its military 
forces for the defense of its citizens 
and property in the Shanghai area 
has halted diplomatic approaches tem- 
porarily. ; 

Secretary Stimson and the foreign 
ministers of other interested powers 
are anxiously awaiting the outcome 
of the fighting which is rapidly de- 
veloping into a large military move- 
ment. it now involves a 16-mile area 
between the International Settlement 
and the Yangtze river, and centers 
about the defenses of Woosung, which 
lies at the junction of the Whangpoo 
river with the Yangtze. 

The Japanese are supported by de- 
stroyers in the Whan „ and Japa- 
nese bluejackets and soldiers are mov- 
ing from the north and east against 
the Chinese. Foreign commanders de- 
fending the International Settlement 
fear this clash, organized on such 3 
large scale, may extend into the In- 
ternational Settlement. 

Through consular and diplomatic 
officers in Tokyo, Shanghai and Nan- 
king the United States and Great 
Britain, as well as France and Italy, 
are calling the attention of Japanese 
officials daily to the peril in which 
foreigners are placed at Shanghai.

|Textile and Shoe Industries 
Show Marked Improvement

NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—()—Ameri- 
can business consolidated most of its 
previous moderate gains of the new 


year in the week just ended, with a 
few sporadic gains and losses reported 
here and there. 

Despite further tendency of some 
commodity prices to give ground, 
among th copper and sugar, the 
country's mainstem of industry show- 
ed fair activcity in some of the light- 
er manufacturing lines, with consid- 
erable zest reported in woolen and cot- 
ton textiles, and in shoe manufactur- 
ing. :
